confidence man, and attempted Chani- 
bersburg bank robber, Rollins, other-, 
wise Clermont, wcro removed from 
the eastern penitentiary, where he 
died on Saturday last, and vere given 
R pauper's burial in the Potter's Field. 
Telegram's had been sol to Chicago to 
tun firat wife, the woman who clung1 


to him during his evil career, but she 
replied that she did not want the 
iwdy, and so'the man, who had wasted 
ihe hundreds of thousands of dollars 
which he had derived by hia nefarious 
operations of forgery and swindling 
waa'deposited in the earth in a cheap 
box along with the suicide, tfte un- 
claimed dead, and the drowned. 


Now that Clermout is gone a legal 


complication ia likely to ensue over 
the possession of the diamonds which 
were found concealed in' a shaving 


ah handle, and taken from him at' 


the time of- the attempted escape 
from the penitentiary in December 
last. They are supposed to be worth 
over $10,000, but have not been 
officially valued. This will be done 
in a few days. There are forty-two 
stones altogether, and all have markc, 
ihowing that they have been in set- 
tings, either as a necklace or brooch 
and earrings. It ia altogether proba- 
ble that the woman claiming to be his 
second wife, from whom Clermont, 
who then went by an assumed namo, 
niched a valuable set of diamonds, 
will put in a claim, and that the Chi- 
cago woman will also have a say. 
Clermont'R father has not been heard 
from. 
GETTING THE BEST OF WALL 6T11EET. 


Once, being in a confidential mood, 


he told a relative how he and hta con- 
federates manipulated the scheme 
whereby the New York stock brokers 
were defrauded out of over $.100,000. 
Rollins, who had juat made the Euro- 
pean tour on the proceeds of his St. 
Louis and Chicago forgeries, made 
the acquaintance of n prominent Wall 
street banker, who had also made the 
tour. 
Rollins, then a 
handsom i 


cultivated chap, with a knowledge of 
several languages, a good hand at 
whist and billiards, and a fine com- 
panion socially, informed the bankei 
that he was an Englishman who was 
going to "the states" to engage in 
business or speculation. 
He had a 


large sum of money and wished to 
know the name of a banking house 
of high repute in New York where 
he mightdepoait hiH_raoney,aomo $60,- 
000. Naturally, the banker suggest- 
ed his own firm, and when New York 
was reached Rollins bocame a deposi- 
lorasagreed. He also opened accounts 
with several brokers, to whom his 
banker friend introduced him as a 
tip-top go-ahead fellow. The young 
"Englishman" made many friends on 
the street. 
He dabbled in stocks 


heavily, and won and lost at the great 
Wall street game. 
In his payment 


and accounts of sales he naturally 
obtained checks, etc., with the signa- 
tures of leading firms, which was juat 
what he waa after. 'These were care- 
fully traced aud kept for forgery. 
When tbe proper time came either he 
or some of the experts at his back 
filled np a lot of heavy drafts and 
checks and astonished Wall street with 
a stupendous line of forgerien upon 
all the .big houses whose signatures 
Rollins bad procured. He disappeared 
at once. 


Speaking of Kolliu's arrest in Ger- 


many, in 1874, by 1'iukerton's men, 
on the charge of Dwindling Chicago 
and St. Louis bankers by forged 
drafts, etc., a gentleman said yester- 
day: "It is not generally known that 
that aft'nir came near involving the 
United States and German Govern- 
ments in trouble. 
Tho detectives 


were after a man known m Jtalph 
Rollins. 
There was another KolJinw, 


G. M.. traveling throng Germany at 
tho flume time. JTe was n well-known 
Cincinnati gentleman of high stand- 
ing, who had been the rclivy man in 
the banking-house of Henry Clews & 
Co., New York. The .German police 
somehow got these two gentlemen 
confounded, and their personal ap- 
peannce being somewhat alike, ar- 
rested George Rolling as the 'foigor. 
There waa a nice kettle of fiah when 
the truth cp.mo out, hut the reputa- 
ble gentlemen got off after a lot of 
diplomatic talk."

Home Made Court Plaster.—The 


Scientific American gives the following 
directions lor making this useful arti- 
cle: 
Soak isinglass in a little warm 


rater for seventy-four hoursjthen eva- 
aorate nearly all the water by gentle 
icat; d|seolye the residue in a little 
dilute alcohol, and strain the whole 
through a piece of open linen. The 
strained mass should be a stiff jelly 
when cold. Now stretch a piece of 
silk or satinet on a wooden frame, and 
ax it tight with tacks or pack thread. 
Melt the jelly and apply it to the 
silk thinly and evenly with a badger 
hair brush. A second coating must 
be applied when the first has dried. 
When both are dry apply over the 
whole surface two or three coatings of 
the balsam, of Peru.

Hints for Preserving Fruits.—A 


useful hist to cooks was given lit a 
recent sanitary convention in Graud 
~ lids, Mich. It was pointed out 
that by adding sugar to sour fruits 
during the cooking p'roceas thegreaUr 
part of the cane sugar was converted 
jy the aid of tho acid into grape su- 
;ar,' which does not possess half the 
sweetening power. By cooking the 
fruit firsb, and then adding the 
to an agreeable sweetness, a very 
great deal of sugar might bo saved, 
tlaspberry, 
strawberry and cherry 


syrups of the German Pharmacopeia 
have'to be made .by bruising the fruit 
and letting the marc and juice fer- 
meut, after which the juice ia strained 
offand filtered. A better and safer 
way ii to add at once to the freshly 
bruised fruits five to six per cent, of 
alcohol to let tho:wliblo stand for 
Homo'days, decant and filter. Lastly, 
hoil up once.:to remove tho greater 
part of the alcohol. Syrups imul< 
with juice prepared as above retain it 
a remarkable degree ttie odor and 
taste of the fresh fruito.

Diocletian would have his flagon of 
Christian blood for breakfast; Antony 
was stung by an asp; the Great Alex- 
ander was made miserable by a liz 
zard; Cicero had a wart; Cse^ar had 
his Brutus; a screech 
owl 
kept 
Richard III awake, and he thought it 
was a graveyard full of ghosts; Henry 
V n i was the real Blue Beard; Napo- 
leon mopped his left eye before the 
battle of Waterloo; our own glorious 
Washington never told a lie when he 
coi&ld help it, and read Hamilton'" 
draft of the constitution by the elec- 
tric light,—but not one of these his-, 
toric personi^es blew his nose in the 
public prints of the time.

Philadelphia, August 11.—Yester- 
day the remains of the convict forger, 
confidence man, and attempted Cham- 
bersbul'g bank robber, Rollins, other- 
wise Clermont, were removed from 
the eastern penitentiary, where he 
died on Saturday last, and vere given 
a pauper's burial in the Potter's Field. 
Telegrams had been set to Chicago to 
his first wife, the woman who clung 
to him during his evil career, but she 
replied that she did not want the 
body, and so'the man, who had wasted 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
which he had derived by his nefarious 
operations of forgery and swindling 
was deposited in the earth in a cheap 
box along with the suicide, tfie un- 
claimed dead, and the drowned. 


Now that Clermont is gone a legal 
complication is likely to ensue over 
the possession of the diamonds which 
were found concealed in a shaving 
brush handle, and taken from him at 
the time of the attempted escape 
from the penitentiary in December 
last. They are supposed to be worth 
over $10,000, but have not been 
officially valued. This will be done 
in a few days. There are forty-two 
stones altogether, and all have mark?, 
showing that they have been in set- 
tings, either as a necklace or brooch 
and earrings. It is altogether proba- 
ble that the woman claiming to be his 
second wife, from whom Clermont, 
who then went by an assumed name, 
filched a valuable set of diamonds, 
will put in a claim, and that the Chi- 
cago woman will also have a say. 
Clermont's father has not been heard 
from. 


GETTING THE BEST OF WALL STREET. 


Once, being in a confidential mood, 
he told a relative how he and his con- 
federates manipulated the scheme 
whereby the New York stock brokers 
were defrauded out of over $100,000. 
Rollins, who had just made the Euro- 
pean tour on the proceeds of his St. 
Louis and Chicago forgeries, made 
the acquaintance of a prominent Wall 
street banker, who had also made the 
tour. 
Rollins, then a 
handsome 
cultivated chap, with a knowledge of 
several languages, a good hand at 
whist and billiards, and a fine com- 
panion socially, informed the banker 
that he was an Englishman who was 
going to "the states" to engage in 
business or speculation. 
He had a 
large sum of money and wished to 
know the name of a banking house 
of high repute in New York where 
he mightdeposit his money,some |60,- 
000. Naturally the banker suggest- 
ed his own firm, and when New York 
was reached Rollins bocame a deposi- 
tor as agreed. He also opened accounts 
with several brokers, to whom his 
banker friend introduced him as a 
tip-top go-ahead fellow. The young 
"Englishman" made many friends on 
the street. 
He dabbled in stocks 
heavily, and worn and lost at the great 
Wall street game. 
In his paymeut^ 
and accounts of sales he naturally 
obtained checks, etc., with the signa- 
tures of leading firms, which was just 
what he was after. ' These were care- 
fully traced and kept for forgery. 
When the proper time came either he 
or some of the experts at his back 
filled up a lot of heavy drafts and 
checks and astonished Wall street with 
a stupendous line of forgeries upon 
all the big houses whose signatures 
Rollins had procured. He disappeared 
at once. 


Speaking of Rollin's arrest in Ger- 
many. in 1874, by Pinkerton's men, 
on the charge of swindling Chicago 
and St. Louis bankers by forged 
drafts, etc., a gentleman said yester- 
day : "It is not generally known that 
that afidir came near involving the 
United States and German Govern- 
ments in trouble. 
The detectives 
were after a man known as Ralph 
Rollins. 
There was another Rollins, 
G. M., traveling throug Germany at 
the same time. He was a well-known 
Cincinnati gentleman of high stand- 
ing, who had been the pctive man in 
the banking-house of Henry Clews & 
Co., New York. The German police 
somehow got these two gentlemen 
confounded, and their personal ap- 
peannce being somewhat alike, ar- 
rested George Rollins as the foiger. 
There was a nice kettle of fish when 
the truth came out, but the reputa- 
ble gentlemen got off after a lot of 
diplomatic talk."

USEFUL TO KNOW. 


Baked Custard—Beat 
separately 
the whites and yolks of three eggs 
Add them to a pint of milk with a 
little salt and some sugar, nutmeg 
and vanilla to taste. Set the dish or 
cups in a pan of hot water in the 
oven and bake twenty or twenty-five 
minutes. 


Potato Croquettes—For croquettes 
mash your potatoes, season 
with 
butter, milk, salt, a dash of nutmeg 
a dash of cayenne pepper; add tlie 
beaten yolk of an egg. Beat thor- 
oughly and mould up into balls or 
oblongs; roll these in egg and then in 
Pne cracker crumbs and fry in boil- 
ing lard. 


Boston Brown Bread—For a large 
loaf or two good-sized ones, use tbe 
following recipe: 
Three cups yel 
low meal, one and a-half cUps Gra- 
ham meal or flour, one and a half 
cups rye, scant two cups New Orleans 
molasses, three teaspoonsful baking 
powder, salt; mix with milk to con 
sistency of stiff" batter, pour into but- 
tered mold and steam four hours. 


Discolored Marble—I have a mar 


ble mantle in my bedroom which has 
become discolored from smoke, 
have tried several recipes to clean it 
but they have all failed; can you tell 
me what to use to clean it? ^ 
Moisten powdered quicklime with 
strong solution of washing soda in hot 
water; brush this over the stone and 
let it dry. Brush off. wash with 
plenty of water, and polish with 
little tripoli.

Coffee (Jrouiidô aâ A FfertiUzer.— 
Magazine recommends coffee 
^ u n d s as manure^ A lady of San 
Francisco lately received some plants 
{torn Mexico i|nd with the plants 
came the advice,to fertilize them with 
waste coffee and coffee .grounds. This 
was done, and the results were so sat- 
isfactory that the sam^ treatment was 
tried on rose», and the effect was a 
a healthy and vigorous growth, and 
more and better flowers and of rich- 
er colors. 


Tear ice cream.—Put half an ounce 
of fine orange flavored Pekoe tea into 
an earthenware pot and pour on it a 
pint of boiling milk. Let it stand un- 
til nearly cold, then pour it off fine, 
and, if necessary,strain to free it from 
any particle of leaf. Put the liqiior 
into'a large stewpan, with enough 
lump sugar to make it sweet. 
When 
it is hot add to it a quarter of a pint 
of rich cream and the yolks of five 
eggs. Stir over a slow fire until it be- 
comes, a thick custard, and then take 
from the fire; stir occasionally until 
it is cool-, to prevent a skin forming. 
Freeze in the usual manner. 


Cure for sleeplessness.—The follow- 
ing is recommended as a cure for sleep- 
lessnefs: Wet half a towel, apply it to 
the back of the neck, pressing it up- 
wards toward the base of the braiu 
and fasten the dry half of the towel 
over so as to prevent the two rapid 
exhalation. The effect is prompt and 
charming, cooling to the brain and 
inducing calmer, and sweeter sleep 
than any narcotic. Warm water may 
be used, though moat people prefer 
cold. To those who suffer from over- 
exritement of the brain, whether the 
result of brain work or pressing anx- 
iety, this simple remedy has proved 
an especial boon. 


Lemon whip pudding.—Soak an 
ounce of gelatine and the thin rind of 
two lemons in a pint of cold water for 
an hour. Take out the rind, then set 
the vater and gelatine on the fire, 
and when the latter is all dissolved, 
add three-fourths of a pound of loaf- 
sugar and the juice of three lemons. 
Let all boil together for five minutes, 
then pour out the mixture and let it 
stand until it is cold and beginning to 
set. Beat stiffly the whites of two 
eggs, add them to the mixture, and 
twat the whole for about half an hour 
till it becomes of the consistency of 
sponge. Pile it lightly in a glass 
dish, leaving it rocky in appearance, 
j ?ile fresh lady fingers around the 
base, and serve with boiled custard 
poured around it on the pudding 
jlates. The custard is to be made 
with the yolks of the two eggs and 
one whole egg. 


Home Made Court Plaster.—The 
Scientific American gives the following 
directions i or making this useful arti- 
cle : Soak isinglass in a little warm 
water for seventy-four hours ;then eva 
pora te nearly all the water by gentle 
heat; dissolve the residue in a little 
dilute alcohol, and strain the whole 
through a piece of open linen. The 
strained mass should be a stiff jelly 
when cold. Now stretch a piece of 
silk or satinet on a wooden frame, and 
fix it tight with tacks or pack thread. 
Melt the jelly and apply it to the 
silk thinly and evenly with a badger 
hair brush. A second coating must 
be applied when tbe first has dried 
When both are dry apply over the 
whole surface two or three coatings of 
the balsam of Peru. 
Plaster thus 
made is very pliable, and never breaks 
Hints for Preserving Fruits.—A 
useful hint to cooks was given at a 
recent sanitary convention in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. It was pointed out 
that by adding sugar to sour fruits 
during the cooking process the groa ter 
part of the cane sugar was converted 
by the aid of the acid into grape su 
gar, which does not possess half the 
sweetening power. By cooking the 
fruit firs^, and then adding the sugar 
to an agreeable sweetness, a very 
great deal of sugar might be saved 
Raspberry, 
strawberry aud cherry 
syrups of the German Pharmacopoeia 
have to be made by bruising the fruit 
and letting the marc and juice fer- 
ment, after which the juice is strained 
off and filtered. A better and safer 
way is to add at once to the freshly 
l}ruiaed fruits five to six per cent, of 
alcohi^ to let thé'whole stand for 
some days, decant and filter. Lastly, 
boil up once to remove the greater 
pait of the alcohol. Syrups mad<> 
With juice prepared as above retain in 
a remarkaole aegree the odor and 
taste Of the freeh fruits.
